It is believed, 
however, that the railways can lose a great 
deal of competetive traffic without affecting 
their net earnings. 

The law compels the railway companies to 
charge uniform rates per mile to and from 
all stations in Illinois. Under this rule each 
road will be pretty sure to enjoy its natural 
advantages, and the longer routes must give 
up much of their present traffic. For exam- 
ple, if a town is reached from Chicago by 
two roads, one 200 miles long and the other 
150 miles in length, the former must either 
cary intermediate freights at low rates, or 
yield the business at the competing point to 
its shorter rival. 

The new law may disturb Ohicago’s equa- 
nimity. Her merchants may find it impossi- 
ble tocompete with Ciacinnati and St. Louis, 
and business will go to those points. For 
instance, the rate for first-class freight from 

to Peoria is now 35 cents; after the 
first of July it will be 67 cent. There 
bas always been a pressure at Chicago to dis- 
criminate lu rates, s0 as to bring to that ambi- 
tious city business that naturally belonged to 
other places. If the new law restores the 
equilibriam, no harm will be done. As the 
forerunner of equitale railway rates, the 
practical workings of the Illinois law will be 
keenly watched by interested parties ia every 
section of the country.
